TO SIT EXAM 


Bid to reverse Grammar level decline in local pupil numbers 


A PLAN to halt the declining num¬ 
bers of Southend pupils getting into 
the borough’s four grammar 
schools has been launched. 

Southend Council announced an 
investigation in November after less 
than 200 local children in 2013 
took up 600 available places at 
Southend Boys, Southend Girls, 
Westcliff Boys, Westcliff Girls. 

The decline was part of trend that 
began in 2009 that has seen chil¬ 
dren from outside of Southend - 
some travelling from as far as 
Brentwood - taking up grammar 
school places. 

Councillor James Courtney, lead 


member for schools at Southend 
Council, announced a seven-point 
pledge to ensure primary school 
children have the best chance of 
getting into grammar schools. 

He said: “We have stated our 
expectation to primary headteach¬ 
ers that all children who obtain a 
certain level in their Key Stage Two 
SATS should be actively encour¬ 
aged to consider grammar school as 
an option. 

“These activities are bearing fruit, 
with a significant increase in 
Southend’s children obtaining a 
place in one of the grammar 
schools for September 2014. 


“Southend has a wealth of sec¬ 
ondary schools, special, grammar, 
faith, comprehensive and specialist 
and it is important that all our par¬ 
ents, supported by their primary 
school, consider the entire range for 
their children.” 

A cross party team, headed up by 
Cllr Alex Kaye, was set up by Cllr 
Courtney to investigate falling 
grammar schools places secured by 
local pupils. 

It concluded the although roughly 
the same amount of youngsters 
were sitting the 11 plus, grammar 
school places fell from almost 300 
in 2009 to less than 200 in 2013. 


The fall coincided with a huge 
increase in Southend children 
attaining Level 5 or above in 
English and Maths, from 20.3 per 
cent in 2009 to 37.2 per cent in 
2012, (the national figure was 27.0 
per cent in 2012). 

A report presented to councillors 
on Tuesday night said that despite 
there being ‘no change in entry 
requirements’ by the grammar 
schools, ‘there has been a steady 
decline in the success of [grammar 
school] applicants living in the 
town’. 

Mr Courtney said he believed this

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Essex Police’s Taser use increases by almost 350 per cent in two years 

Police Taser use soars

DEPLOYMENT of Taser weapons 
by Essex Police has increased by 
almost 350 per cent in the last two 
years. 

Figures released by the Office for 
National Statistics showed officers 
employed by the force discharged 
Tasers 34 times in 2011, but 152 
times in 2013. 

The difference amounted to a 347 
per cent increase. 

However, in the same period vio¬ 
lent crime had risen by just six per¬ 
cent from 19,357 offences in 2011 to 
20,547 in 2013. 

Between 2012 and 2013, Taser use 
rose from 100 incidents to 152 - a 
year-on-year increase of 52 per cent, 
compared to a 13 per cent increase in 
violent crime. 

It was the 10th highest increase in 
Taser use across the whole of the 
UK. 

The weapons cause disabling mus¬ 
cle spasms by shooting 1,200 volts 
through suspects' bodies. 

Essex Police has defended the 
increases but campaigners have said 
it shows a 'concerning' trend. 

Amnesty International police and 
arms specialist Oliver Sprague said: 
“Any significant increase in Taser 
use across Essex, whether drawn or 
fired, is concerning given the severe 


pain these weapons can inflict and, 
as our research has shown, can be 
potentially fatal. 

“The weapon was introduced into 
UK policing specifically to deal with 
incidents of life-threatening or very 
serious violence from a safer dis¬ 
tance and the figures make it impos¬ 
sible to tell if Essex Police is using 
the weapon only in these circum¬ 
stances. 

“Amnesty's fear is that wider 
deployment could lead to Tasers 
being misused for far more minor 
incidents.” 

The force issued a one-line state¬ 
ment in defence of the statistics. 

It said: “The increase in deploy¬ 
ment of Taser is due to there being 
more officers trained in the carriage 
and deployment of Taser.” 

Anti-taser activist Richard Taylor 
said the explanation suggested police 
were using Tasers out of convenience 
rather than necessity. 

He said: “It's not very good. It's a 
worrying, surprising and shocking 
response, but it's probably an honest 
response. What it's not saying is that 
there are more occasions where 
Taser use is a proper response. It 
seems to be the case that if there are 
more Tasers around, we see them 
being used more often.” 

Mr Taylor has lobbied government 
and campaigned in the press for 
Tasers to be available only to 
firearms officers. 


“I strongly support officers using 
Tasers instead of a gun, but I think 
we need our neighbourhood officers 
going around with Tasers.” 

Essex Police referred the YA to 
national guidance on Taser use, 
which said officers must always jus¬ 
tify deployment of the weapons as 
having been 'necessary and propor¬ 
tionate'. 

The guidance said: “Taser provides 
an additional option to resolve situa¬ 
tion, including the threat of violence, 
which can come from any section of 
the public.”

Funding boost for First World War commemoration 


A COMMEMORATION of the First 
World War has been boosted with 
£77,900 worth of Heritage Lottery 
funding. 

The money will go towards a series 
of events throughout Southend includ¬ 
ing an exhibition at Central Museum. 

The exhibition called Southend and 
the Great War will run from Saturday, 
August 2, until February next year. 

It will feature the role Southend 
played in the war and themes around 


the home front, Zeppelins over the 
town, spies and prison ships being 
moored off the pier. 

The funding will also support the 
employment of an outreach officer for 
18 months to work with schools and 
the community. 

Armed Forces Day events will be 
held over a period of three days with a 
schools’ day being held on Friday, 
June 27, and a parade, music concert 
and range of activities on the seafront 


on Saturday, June 28, and Sunday, 
June 29. 

Councillor for culture and tourism, 
Derek Jarvis, said he felt privileged to 
get the money. 

He said: “It will allow us to remem¬ 
ber the role Southend played in the 
war, commemorate the residents of 
Southend who lost their lives in the 
Great War and run a series of commu¬ 
nity based events” 

Head of Heritage Lottery, Robyn 


Llewellyn said more than £15 million 
had been invested nationwide on com¬ 
memorative events. 

He said: “With our new small grants 
programme we are enabling even more 
communities like those involved in 
Southend and the Great War to use 
museum collections to appreciate fully 
the legacy of this conflict and help 
young people in particular to broaden 
their understanding of how it has 
shaped our modern world.”

decline may have been the 
result of the ‘wrong’ pupils 
being asked to sit the 11+, 
while those more qualified to 
pass had not been encouraged 
to sit the exam. 

“Maybe we took our foot 
off the gas,” he said. “The 
right kids have not always 
been sitting the exam. That’s 
why we are announcing this 
seven-point plan, and already 
this year we have seen a huge 
rise in the number of local 
children being offered a 
grammar school place.” 

Mrs Kaye, chairman of the 
project team, said she was 
delighted to present the study 
and seven-point pledge. 

The pledge promises that 
every child will access to 
‘appropriate secondary edu¬ 
cation’, by improving com¬ 
munication between schools 
and parents. It will also see 
an annually updated directory 
being provided by the four 
grammar schools. 

Mrs Kaye said: “We were 
very conscious of the fact 
that grammar school educa¬ 
tion is not right for every 
child and supported the prin¬ 
ciple of parental choice. 

“Having said that, we feel it 
is important that this choice 
comes from a knowledgeable 
position about what is avail¬ 
able for all pupils transition¬ 
ing from primary to sec¬ 
ondary education. 

“I’m delighted that our 
work is already showing an 
increase in next year’s num¬ 
bers at the grammar schools.” 



Visleon breakthrough 


VISTEON pensioners are to be 
offered compensation under a deal 
struck between the Unite union and 
motor giant Ford, which owned the 
car parts firm before it went bust. 

Former staff have been fighting for 
five years for the reinstatement of 
pensions which were reduced when 
the firm folded, leaving some staff 
40 per cent worse off. 

They say they should have been 
allowed to keep their Ford pensions 
when workers were transferred from 
Ford to Visteon, when the firm was 
set up in 2000. The Visteon 
Pensioners Action Group (VPAG) 
was formed to fight for their rights. 

Details of the agreement are confi¬ 
dential, but it is thought to cover 
around 1,400 ex-staff from Basildon, 
Enfield, Swansea and Belfast, who 
are party to legal action against Ford. 

The news was given to a rally in 
Fondon of more than 100 former 
employees, many from Basildon, 
five years and a day after the Visteon 
was shut and staff axed. 

Unite stated: “The union has con¬ 
cluded an agreement with Ford to

make a settlement offer to eligible 
ex-employees who filed legal claims 
in connection with reductions to 
their pensions after Visteon UK was 
put into administration in 2009. 
Unite and Ford have been involved in 
lengthy but constructive discussions 
to reach this settlement.” 

Howard Beckett Unite’s legal 
affairs officer is addressing mass 
meetings at Swansea, Basildon and 
Belfast this week about the offer. 

Andy Belch, of the VPAG steering 
group said: “It is a breakthrough, but 
there is a long way to go yet. Every 
eligible former employee will 
receive and individual offer. 

“We have had a great deal of sup¬ 
port from many quarters including 
MPs who have racked up the pres¬ 
sure on Ford.” The deal has been 
welcomed by those MPs. 

Rebecca Harris, Castle Point MP, 


said: “The determination and perse¬ 
verance of the VPAG has been amaz¬ 
ing.” Stephen Metcalfe, South 
Basildon and East Thurrock MP and 
chair of the all-party Parliamentary 
group in support of the pensioners, 
congratulated VPAG on its ‘hard 
fought campaign’. 

Former Fabour MP Angela Smith, 
now Baroness Smith of Basildon 
said she was ‘optimistic now that 
Ford had made an offer’. 

Ford corporate affairs manager 
Brian Bennett said: “The company 
has concluded an agreement with 
Unite union to make a settlement 
offer to eligible ex-Visteon employ¬ 
ees. The settlement, if approved by 
Visteon pensioners, would avoid fur¬ 
ther expense for participants in the 
case and will settle the legal claims 
that these individuals have made 
against Ford. Details of the settle¬ 
ment are confidential and a private 
matter for those directly involved.” 

Fegal action brought by Unite and 
VPAG is still with the Court of 
Chancery and will proceed should 
the proposed settlement fail.

A NEW production of one of the world's 
favourite musicals will be hitting the 
stage at the Cliffs Pavilion this month 
starring Paul Michael Glaser, from the clas¬ 
sic television cop show Starsky and Hutch. 

While Paul may be best known for his role 
as policeman David Starsky in the hit 70s 
series, the acclaimed actor is also a director 
and writer, and no stranger to the stage or 
to the musical itself - Fiddler on the Roof. 

In actual fact he appeared in several 
Broadway productions at the beginning of 
his career before landing a role in his first 
feature film - the screen version of Fiddler on 
the Roof in 1971 - all before his appearance 
in the classic police television series. 

The classic musical follows the story of 
Tevye, a local milkman in his village of 
Anatevka, in Russia, who has always lived 
by his traditions. But when his headstrong 
daughters suddenly decide that they want 
to marry for love rather than accept whatev¬ 
er yente the matchmaker comes up with 
Tevye has to convince his wife and the vil¬ 
lagers that their decisions are actually falling 
in with tradition. 

It may not be an easy thing to do, but if 
anyone can do it then the wily Tevye can. 

While Paul played Perchik, a student and 
Bolshevik revolutionary who falls in love with 
one of Tevye's daughters, Hodel, in the 
1971 film, he takes to the stage in the lead 
role of Tevye during this tour of the UK, 
which began last year. 

The 70-year-old said: “I have a fondness 
for Fiddler on the Roof. It's a great show 
and I think Tevye is one of the best roles I 
have had. It makes me feel good. 

“However, I had forgotten how much 
singing there is in the part “ he added, “I 
never thought of myself as a singer, but I'm 
told I'm doing okay.” 

“The stage version is obviously very differ¬ 
ent from big screen, but I love the theatre. It 
is an actor's medium where film is a direc¬ 
tor's. 

“I have a theatrical background and love 
the contact you get with the audience as 
soon as the curtain goes up. 



“I set myself high standards and am happy 
if I produce two or three good performances 
a week - judged on my own values. 

“I prefer to adopt a light touch with audi¬ 
ences. I believe it's better to tickle them with 
feather before you stick them with a pin. 

“I also enjoy directing because it gives you 
a chance to explore different creative 
avenues.” 

The new production of Fiddler on the Roof 
has been brought to the stage by the 
award-winning producers of The King and I 
and High Society, and is also directed and 
choreographed by Craig Revel Horwood, 
the nation's favourite Strictly Come Dancing 
judge and master of the musical stage, who 
wowed audiences at the Cliffs Pavilion 
recently in their panto production of Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs. 

Filled to the brim with classic songs like 'If 
I Were a Rich Man', 'Matchmaker 
Matchmaker', 'Sunrise Sunset' and 'To Life', 
Fiddler On The Roof was the longest run¬ 
ning production on Broadway for more than 
13 years and when you join Tevye, his family 
and friends, you will understand why. 

Alongside Paul, a number of local children 
will also be taking to the stage in the pro¬ 
duction to share the roles of Tevye's two 
youngest daughters - Bielke and Shprintze. 

Westcliff youngster and pupil of Chalkwell 
Hall Junior School, Lily Spink, nine, and 11 - 
year-old Amelie Meury-Cashman, from 
Southend, take it in turns to appear as 
Bielke, while Rosie Errington, 11, from 
Westcliff, and 12-year-old Thundersly 
youngster, Eve Glenister, share the role of 
Shprintze. 

While it will be Lily's first production, the 
experience will not be a new one to the 
other three children as Thorpe Greenways 
Junior School pupil Amelie has appeared in 
George’s Marvellous Medicine (BSC), the 
Palace Theatre Centenary celebrations, and 
Charlie and the Chocolate Factory at the 
Dixon Studio, while Rosie, a pupil of 
Chalkwell Hall Junior School, also appeared 
in the Palace Centenary.

Gleeson shines in 
this dark comedy 


Calvary (15,101 mins) 


T HE luck of the Irish runs out for 
one unsuspecting priest in 
John Michael McDonagh's 
wicked black comedy that contrives 
a murder mystery before the 
heinous crime has been committed. 

In a riveting opening sequence wor¬ 
thy of Alfred Hitchcock, Father James 
Lavelle (Brendan Gleeson) tends to 
his flock in a close-knit Sligo commu¬ 
nity riddled with dark secrets. 

Sitting quietly in the confession 
booth, the holy man is stunned 
when an anonymous male parish¬ 
ioner confides, "I was raped by a 
priest when I was seven years old, 
every other day for five years." 

Father James listens intently as 
the man calmly reveals that his 
abuser was never punished and he 
intends to exact revenge by spilling 
more blood. 

"There's no point in killing a bad 
priest," the confessor continues. 

"I'm going to kill you because you're

innocent." 

Thus, Father James is instructed to 
put his affairs in order before his date 
with destiny on the local beach. 

"Killing a priest on a Sunday - 
that'll be a good one," concludes 
the parishioner before he leaves the 
booth. 

With the clock ticking, the holy man 
searches for glimmers of hope in the 
eyes of his wayward flock including 
the scheming laird (Dylan Moran), the 
butcher (Chris O'Dowd) whose adul¬ 
terous wife (Orla O'Rourke) is 
engaged in a violent tryst with a 
garage mechanic (Isaach De Bankole) 
and his own daughter (Kelly Reilly). 

Everyone has something to hide, it 
seems, and McDonagh's richly 
detailed script suggests that any of 
the men in town, including the doctor 
(Aiden Gillen) and an ailing American 
writer (M Emmet Walsh), might be 
Father James's intended killer. 

Indeed, the only suspects the 
weather-beaten priest is willing to 
discount are militant Islamists. 

"I don't think Sligo is high on the 
Al-Qaeda agenda," he quips to one 
of the locals. 

Sunday draws closer, forcing 
Father James to consider all of the 
wrongs he has committed and their 
potential repercussions. 

Building on incendiary themes in his 
2011 directorial debut The Guard, 
McDonagh delivers an accomplished 
portrait of an insular world marinading 
in depravity and regret. 

He populates the wind-swept 


locations with a memorable band of 
misfits and degenerates. 

Gleeson delivers a towering perfor¬ 
mance as a vessel of God, who 
may pay the ultimate price for 
another man's sins. He relishes the 
meaty dialogue and enjoys some 
fractious exchanges with the locals 
at the pub where his prime suspects 
whisper conspiratorially as Dolly 
Parton trills from the jukebox. 

The tension cranks up, reaching a 
crescendo as Father James takes 
the lonely walk down to the beach 
to discover his destiny as angry 
waves crash onto golden sands. 

We silently plead with him to stop, 
to turn around and flee to safety, but 
McDonagh has never offered his 
characters an easy way out. 

Death comes calling for us all, and 
here he makes reservations.

It’s a fair cop guvnor! 


A S well as being the centre of 
operations for Essex Police, 
the force's headquarters in 
Chelmsford is also home to a 
museum dedicated to everything 
and anything about policing in the 
county over the years. 

From medals and gas masks, to 
speed guns and breathalysers, the 
small museum is rammed with so 
much to see. As well as its arte¬ 
facts the museum is also home to 
a replica police phone box - which 
doubles as an activity centre for 
children - a Victorian cell where 
you can step inside and see the 
conditions of its inmate, Ethel Row, 
and a 1970's living room where 
you are encouraged to see if you 
can spot what would have been 
important in a forensic search. 

The museum, which was estab¬ 
lished in 1992 and has been open 
to the public on a regular bases 
since 2005, has built up a large 
collection of objects, paper docu¬ 
ments and photographs relating to 
the force from 1840 to the present 
day in a bid to preserve the history 
of Essex Police. 

As well as providing a place for 
children to learn more, the muse¬ 
um is also a great venue for older 
visitors to discover more about 
some of the crimes that shocked 


the county, from the murder of PC 
George Gutteridge in 1927 to the 
untimely death of Camille Holland 
in 1899. A display dedicated to the 
death of PC Gutteridge houses a 
death mask of one of the men 
convicted of his killing and bullets 
with which the murder was com¬ 
mitted, while the area dedicated to 
the Moat Farm murder case tells 
you more about what happened to 
Camille, as well as information on 
Samuel Herbert Dougal's execu¬ 
tion by hanging for the crime at 
Chelmsford Prison in 1903. 

You can also find out more about 
the Women's Auxiliary Police and 
how women were not allowed to 
patrol towns in Essex until 1917, 
discover how the county coped 
with the floods of 1953, see a 
Noddy Bike - a Velocette LE 
motorbike which was first used by 
police in Southend in the 1960's - 
and take a look at a witness box 
that came from Southminster 
Court and find out how petty ses¬ 
sions, now known as Magistrates 
Court, first originated in England in 
the 14th century. 


There are also items of police uni¬ 
form for children to try on including 
hats, coats and body vests, and a 
programme of events throughout 
the year to keep them busy. Up- 
and-coming events at the museum 
include Egg Heads on April 16 and 
19, when children can make their 
own police officers from polystyrene 
eggs; a Build a Police Station event 
on April 26, complete with garage 
and cells; An Artist's Impression day 
on May 3, where children can draw 
a person from clues; and a 
Decorate a Truncheon event on May 
10. Events have a small charge and 
some need to be pre-booked so 
visit their website below for further 
information. 

The museum also regularly hosts 
talks and future events include a 
talk by retired PC Steve Wynn on 
his experiences as an Essex police 
constable, from 7.30-9pm on May 
1, for just £3, places on which 
need to be pre-booked.

For those who don’t know, the Green Deal is 

the Government’s flagship scheme for encouraging householders to make their 
homes more energy efficient. The idea is that following an official assessment, you 
take out a loan of up to £10,000 to have the necessary work done. The loans 
themselves are repaid through higher energy bills over a period of 25 years - 
subject to what the Government calls The Golden Rule, which says that the 
savings made through greater energy efficiency must be greater than the cost of 
the improvements required. 


The underlying logic of the Green Deal scheme is that the home improvements in 
question are effectively “free at the point of installation” - and, theoretically at 
least, all the more attractive as a result. So far, however, hard-pressed 
homeowners have shown themselves to be distinctly underwhelmed by the 
proposition, and take-up has been correspondingly sluggish. 


Why is this? After all, on the surface, at least, it seems like an extremely good 
wheeze. 


Policies will usually guarantee your rental for a fixed period, typically 6 or 12 months. Some 
policies will provide additional cover once you have obtained vacant possession until you are able 
to re-let your policy. 

There were over 150,000 possession hearings in 2001 in relation to the 2.7m lets that took place 
the risk is relatively small but if you need to have your rent on a regular and guaranteed basis this 
insurance should be a high priority.

Well, one of the main stumbling blocks, so it has been suggested in the press, is 
the fact that Green Deal loans are tied to the property, rather than to the individual 
homeowner. This means that if the property is subsequently sold or changes 
hands, repayments have to be continued by the new owner, up to the original end 
date. And even allowing for the fact that the benefits are supposed to outweigh 
the costs, people are not generally that keen on saddling their homes with an 
ongoing financial obligation which not only puts them personally in debt, but 
which they also worry may make their homes more difficult to sell - although as 
far as I am aware, there is no statistical evidence to justify this concern. 

So, to sum up - yes, the Green Deal still exists, which means that if you want to, 
you can borrow up to £10,000 to have your home made more energy efficient. If 
that’s the case, then the first thing you need to do is to get your friendly local 
Green Deal Assessor to come and, well, assess it!

HUGE public support for 20mph limits has 
been revealed by road safety charity Brake. 

Its latest survey, in conjunction with Allianz 
Insurance, shows eight in 10 people think 
20mph should be the norm around schools, 
on residential streets and in village, town 
and city centres. The news comes as Brake 
takes its GO 20 campaign to Parliament, 
calling on it to support the introduction of 
20mph as the default urban speed limit. 

The survey also found that seven in 10 say 
roads in their town or village need to be 
made safer for walking and cycling, while 
eight in 10 say traffic travels too fast on 
some or most of their local roads. And eight 
in 10 also think it would encourage more 
people to walk or cycle if roads and routes 
in their town or village were made safer. 

With an estimated 12.5 million people in 
the UK now living in areas implementing or 
committed to widespread 20mph limits, 
Brake argues the country is reaching a tip¬ 


ping point where it makes social and eco¬ 
nomic sense to make a national change. 

Areas that have already introduced 20mph 
limits have seen significant reductions in 
casualties. In Portsmouth, they fell by 22 per 
cent and in Camden, north London, crashes 
reduced by 54 per cent. 

Other high-profile local authorities now 
‘GOing 20’ include the City of London, 
Birmingham, Newcastle and Edinburgh. 

Brake is urging members of the public to 
write to their MP to support the GO 20 ini¬ 
tiative and ‘Pledge to GO 20’ themselves. 

The group’s deputy chief executive Julie 
Townsend said: “The GO 20 campaign is 
about defending everyone’s right to walk 
and cycle freely without being endangered, 
whether it’s to get to work, school, the 
shops or just getting out and being active. 

“It’s clear that 20mph limits in communities 
can help bring this about - and it’s clear this 
is what people want. 

“That’s why so many local authorities are 
making the switch from 30mph to 20mph.”
